Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
contacted applicant's representative to discuss possible amendments to the independent claims, which would more 
clearly point out that the region lean in catalyzing material has an annular portion that is separated from the interface 
by a portion of the region rich in catalyzing material. Also, examiner informed applicant that the combination of "at 
least one" (open language) and "consisting of (closed language) in the independent claims was indefinite and would 
result in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2"^ Paragraph. Applicant agreed to the changes proposed by the examiner 
to overcome the Oles and Matthias references, and to eliminate the indefiniteness issue. Examiner and applicant also 
agreed to changes to the dependent claims to ensure proper antecedent basis and to clear up minor grammatical 
issues. Examiner to prepare an Examiner's Amendment which will contain a detailed listing of the changes.
